_ PRESIDENT'S LETTER. 
[BY A. FP. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. — Presi- 
dent Wilson has requested Gov. Al- 
len of Kansas to forward to the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission any infor- 
mation he has tending to indicate 
that the recent decline in wheat 
prices due to unfair practices or 
competition or to other artificial 
causes. 

A letter to this effect sent today 
by Secretary Tumulty was in answer 
to many appeals for government ac- ' 
tior looking to an embargo on Ca- 
nadian wheat. It said: 

“The President has received your 
telegram of October 6, with refer 
ence to the wheat situation, and hag 
received a number of others of simi-. 
jar tenor. He fully recognizes the 
importance of the questions vou 
raise, and he has therefore requested 
the Federal Trade Commission and 
the Department of Agriculture to 
look into the matter at the earliest 
possible moment with a view to de- 
termine what, if anything, can prop- 
erly be done. In the meantime he 
will appreciate it if you will be good 
enough to forward to the Federal 
Trade Commission any information 
in your possession, which, in your 
opinion, tends to indicate that the 
recent decline in wheat prices ig due 
to unfair practices or competition. 
or to other artificial] causes.” 

GOV. ALLEN’S STATEMENT. 

[BY A FP. NIGHT WIRE.) 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15. — Gov. 
Allen of Kansas said here tonight 
that he would comply with the re- 
quest of President Wilson and for- 


his possession concerning the recent 
decline in wheat. He expects to re- 
turn to Kansas within a few days. 
In a statement Gov. Allen said: 

“As soon as I have returned to 
my office I will have forwarded to 
the Department of Agriculture and 
the Federal Trade Commission, ac- 
cording to the President's request, 
the facts about the situation as these 
facts have developed among, the 
Kansas wheat growers and wheat 
dealers.

possible. When the next session of 
Congress assembles, undoubtedly it 
will restore the tariff of 25 cents a 
bushel with which the Republicans.
